DEAF AND DUMB, CAPABLE OF IN- 
STRUCTION. 
That the deaf and dumbare capable of 
being taught, will appear from the follow- 
ing interesting account of the success which 


the Rev. Mr. Dutens, which | send you in 
his own words, if you think it deserving a 
place in your very valuable work. 

“ Having never received any instruc- 
tion, her opinions were not affected by the 
customs and prejudices of the times; she 
judged of every thing by her reason only : 
she was therefore astonished at all she saw, 
& was utterly unable to comprehend the 
conduct of most of the persons about her. 
She had hardly been tour months in the 
house,when I understood her signs so well, 
that [ could carry on a conversation with 
her more intelligibly, and with greater fa- 
cility, than | could in any other language 
but my own in the same time ; and hav- 
ing made this progress, 1 took singular 
pleasure in conversing with her. To me 
it was asort of a study of the book of na- 
ture ; and she, who had never before met 
with any one possessed of sufficient pa- 
tience and complaisance to converse with 
her, evinced inexpressible satisfaction.— 
She had many inquiries to make ; and her 
questions were so pertinent that they op- 
ened my eyes to a thousand things to which 
I had never attended, and which then, for 
the first time, appeared to me to be ab- 
surdities. I#ndeavored,as well as I could, 
to solve the difficulties which she on all 
occasions suggested ; but that was not al- 
ways in my power: and those which were 
founded upon her ignorance of our princi- 
ples, gave me greater embarrassment than 
such as arose from her own reason. One 
day, for instance, we were reasoning upon 
the subordination necessary to good order ; 
and from one thing to another, she led me, 
in spite of myself, to the Supreme Being, 
whogovernsall. I tried to avoid this sub- 
ject, as too sublime for her capacity ; but 
she possessed a nataral logic, which never 
suffered her to abandon a question that 
she had not almost solved. She therefore 
gave me no rest,till | had explained to her 
the nature of the Supreme Being. 1 told 
her, that He is the author of all that ex- 
ists: that it is He who governs the uni- 
verse, regulates the course of the stars,and 
is the first cause of all that happens; who, 
created man, sustains his existence, judges 
his actions, rewards or punishes him. 
All this was communicated to her by signs, 
corresponding in her mind to these ex- 
pressions ; and she understood tolerably 
well every thing that [ had said. She ask- 
ed me, whether this Being was good ? for 
that was the character which she valned 
most. I answered, “Yes.” “Ah tf why 
thes,” replied she with quickness, * has 
he caused me. to be born deaf and dumb ; 
me, who never offended him? He has 
sent me into the world imperfect ! He has 
never loved me from my birth; and |
